All Angles to ~ Metropolitan

Wames of 12 men to make a 
careful study of the water situa- 
tion in general and the Metro- 
politan water district in particular 
were named today by P. H. Mc- 
Quillen, mayor. The men will 
form a water advisory committee 
for the city council. 

Intention to organize such a 
committee was expressed by 
Mayor McQuillen several weeks 


ago so that the city council could | 


be given a broader view of the 
effects of the Metropolitan water 
district. 

A meeting of the committee will 
be held soon at which time plans 
for the study will be made. It is 
likely that every important water 
meeting in the southland will be 
attended by at least one of the 
committee and that from time to 
time the committee will meet and 
exchange views obtained from the 
various water sessions. 

Upland officials are inclined not 
to recommend joining the district 
until they know thoroughly the 


effects the joining will have on the ; 


city treasury and the benefits to 
be derived.
